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SIR, “1, 
mA HEN the People find themfelves 
7 generally aggrieved, They are apt to 
manifeft their Refentments in faty- 
} rical Ballads, Allegorics, By-fayings, 
and ironical Points of low Wit. 
A They fometimes go farther, and 

Sm break out into hieroglyphical Ex- 
preffions of their Anger againft the 
Perfon, whom they conceive to be 
the Projector of any Injury done, or intended to be done 
them. oe 

Neither is it pradent in a Minifer to negleé, or def- 
pife fuch Ebullitions of popular Refentment. I think it 
behoves a Politician, whole Paflions are not much ftronger 
than his Reafon, not only to Reap thofe Fables and Al- 
Jegories, under which his Character is exhibited to the 
World, but to regard them with the greateft Attention, 
for his own Safety, as well as the publick Good. Epi 
demical Clamour, as it is generally founded on a ut 
Caufe, isa Spirit not eafily to be laid, or fatisfy’d, with- 
out taking its Revenge on the Perfom, who raifed it. 

The general Averfion of the People, at this Time, a- 
gaint paying their Taxes by way of Excife, or to any 
Scheme for extending the Laws of Excife. hath difco- 
ver'd it felf in the Manner I have defcribed. One can- 
not walk the Streets w'thout hearing fome /ittle, gi- 
bing Pizce of Wit, or fecing fome Droll-Emblem, defign’d 
to exprefs the general Difl.ke of the People to this Surt of 
Taxation. As I was fauntering fone Days ago through 
Lincoln’s-Inn- Fields, 1 faw a Groupe of People, who feem- 
ed to be exceedingly delighted with a /itt/e, political 
Ditty, chaunted out to them in a rough Bafe, and con- 
taining feveral humorous Refleétions on this Proje? 
which was reprefented to Them on a wooden Cut, (by 
Way of Frontifpiece) under the Figure of a devouring 
Dragon, with feveral Heads. This Monffer drew a Cha- 
riot 3 in which fat a very portly Perfon, receiving pro- 
digious Sums of Gold, which iffued fiom one of the 
Mouths of the Bea/f, and fhower’d direétly_into his Lap. 
The Chaunter and his Audience feem'd extremely pleafed 
with each other, and did not part till He had di!pofed 
of all his Goods. é; 

I was no fooner got into Holbourn than I met with 
another Croud of People about a Tobacconift’s Shor, 
who had drawn Them thither by a sew Device on nis 
printed Papers, adapted to the prefent Occafion. I per 
ceiv’d the Populace were highly pleas'd with the:Joke, 
and moft of Them laid out a Penny with the Man, to en. 
courage Him. Curiofity induced me to follow their Exam- 
ple, and I found my Yosacco adorn’d with a typical Lam- 
poon on the fame Subjeét. It confifted of three wooden 
Sbces inclofed in a Mantle, like a Coat of Arms, fupport- 
ed by an Excifeman properly habited, on one Side, and 
a Grenadier, on the other, with thefe Words as a Motto— 
*sBlood, We'll ftand Them all. 

I was likewife told by a Gentleman, whom [ met 
in the Street, that a Vintner of his Acquaintance hath 
projeted acurious mew Sign, id the Rebus Way, reprefen- 
ting a Man upon a Scaffold, with his Head lopt off ; i.e. 
Excifed ; and that the fame Humour was becoming gene- 
ral about Town. 

After This, I made a Vifit in the City, where fome 
Ladies and Gentlemen were diverting -themfelves at Qua- 
drilie. 1 found they had changed the very Terms of 
* the Game, and feem'd to indulge Themfelves in this 
fafhionable Satire. Spadille was called the Projefor 5 the 
other Matadobes had the Honour of being ftyled Corm:niff- 
oners ; and when any one was Beeffed, He was, in their 
Language, Exci/¢d. 

At Supper, They preferved the fame Allufion. A Lady 
told us very ferioufly that, coming from Hampflead that 
Morning, fhe had been vifited on the Road by a Co/lefor, 
who was very generous ; having exci/ed only two Guineas 
out of ten, which fhe had in her Purfe ; and that, upon her 
exp.efling fome Surprize at his Civility in not taking the 
whole, when it was in his Power; “ Madam, faid He, 
«* I rob like a Gentleman 5 I affure you I do not belong to 
“ the Paoyectors I am none of bis Gang. 

We then fell into Difcourfe about the prefent spidemi- 
cal Diftemper, which is commonly call'd the Excife- 
Plague, as it cuts the People off in fo terrible a Manner. 
Ay, faid another Lady, with a very grave Countenance, 
it is no more than what We might exped this Year, ac- 
cording to the old Proverb, 


* When my Lonp falls into my Lavy's Lap, 
England, beware of a great Clap. 


* That is, when Bafter-Sunday fafls wpen Lady-Day, 
as it bappem this Near. 
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This made a Gentleman in Company {mile a little 
and tifaing to me, He obferved that the People are 
fo generally exafperated againit shis Scheme, that it is 
grown a common Term of Inveétive and Complaint. 
The Diffenters, faid He, call the %¢? A# an Excise 
upon Confcience, and Men of. all Denominations apply it | 
to That, which They apprehend to be moft grievous and 
burthenfome to Them. 

When I came home, I perceived my felf infected with 
this new Way of talking.’ I asked my Servant if the Ex- 
sy had broaght meagy Letters this Poft. He re- 
plied there were notie; but that a seal Officer of the 
Excife had been there and left.a printed Paper, by 
which He gave me Leave, to accept of half a dozen Bot- 
tles OF Arrack, that had been given me by a Friend. 
I then went to Bed, not a little contounded with thefe 
odd Ideas of Dragon;, Chariots, Excises,and the whole 
Crowd of Monfters, that had been thruft into my Head 
the Day before. 

Falling into a profound Sleep, I thought my felf con- 
vey'd into a very magnificent Anti-Chamber ; at the up- 
per End of which f.t a goodly fat Perfunage in.a large 
Elyow-Chair; fomewhat in Years, and not unlike the 
Figure, which I had obferved the Day before, in the 
bicroglyphical Chariot. There were feveral odd Kind of 
thabby-looking bufy Fellows, who crowded through his 
L:vee, and made their Way to Him, critiging and bow- 
ing very low. At Grft, rd took Them for Petitioners, 
who came to fue for a Penfion, ora Place; Wt upon 
getting a little nearer to Them, I found by the Papers 
chey held in their Hands that They were Projectors of 
various Schemes for raifing. Money. I faw Labels an- 
nexed to their feveral Projeéts, on which were writcen 
perpetual Mortgages, Capitations, Poll Taxes, &c. They 
were all received very gracioufly by the Man in the 
Chair, who told Them with a Smile noT YET, 
and put Them off for the préfent. Immediately after, 
another véry whimfical plump Creature came buiiling and 
puffing through the Room, with the Term Excisor 
writteit in Capitals on his Breaft, and the Words Cor- 
reg, Tea and Crocotate infcribed, in the fame 
Chara&ters, on his Forehead. When this Phenomenon 
approach’d, He bent the Knee, and delivered a Paper 
to the Perfon in Authority, who received and read it 
with vifible Marks of Satisfaétion. They whifpered a 
few Minutes together; after which the great Man call'd 
our aloud for Wine and Togacco. I thought He 
might have taken a Fancy to caroufe with his C/ients; 
but was foon undeceived as to that Point, by his ad- 
drefing Them inthe following Manner — Gentlemen, I 
have a particular Efteem fir al]; and out of meer

Regard for your Health, J will take Care for the future 
that your Wine and Tabacco /hall be unadulterated. —Tois 
Declaration, as /pectous as it feem’d,/gave Offence to feveral 
grave, well looking Perfons,who were thea iu the Room. 
They drew near and began to reafon with Him ; to ad- 








vile; to expoftulate ; to remonitrate againkt this Proje But 
it was all in vain. He reply’d, with an infolent Frown, 
Ir 1s RESOLVED. They renewed their Inftances and 
even prefled them with more Earneftnefs and Importu. 
nity ; upon which He could refrain no longer, but told 
Them, in plain Terms, that They were ali * Mad, and 
He would treat them accordingly, Then catching his 
Brother-Projeftor by the Hand, He ftalk'd fullenly out 
of the Room, and left Them to grumble by Themfelves. 
I was foon after ftartled out of my Sleep by loud 
Conclamations of wo Excifes down with the Dragon ; 
and could not help obferving how exactly our Drees 
fometimes correfpond with the Objects, that prefent 
Themfelves to us when awake. I fhall therefore con- 
clude with afew ferious Remarkson the fame Subject. 
As ne can be more univerfally odious than the 
prefent, fo I believe none was ever more ftrongly op- 
pofed on one Side, or more weakly defended on the 
other; and therefore if it fhould prevail, it will be 
but an ill Prefage of what We may expe& for the fu- 
ture. The Advocates for Excifes have been obliged to 
pafs over the moft effential Objedtions to their Scheme, 
and to dwell upon two or three Poin, of a much in- 
ferior Nature. Nay, even their Atguments on thefe 
Heads depend on begging a whole String of Queftiers 
I am very well pleafed with the ‘litle, which exe 
of thefe Writers hath lately taken to Himfelf. The oc 
GasionaL Finance is certainly a proper Appellation 
for Onc, who efpoufes a Project of French ExtreSion, and 
excellently adapted to that Sort of Gooermment. 
Tbis.Gentleman infifts chiefly on two Peints, dn Behalf 





* Aliuding, perbaps, te the Motte of fame late Wri. 
tings, in Favour of a certain Gentleman, 
Non Civium Arder, prave jubentiom, 
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of his Scheme, oiz. that it will prevent the Adu/teration 
of Wine, (for I think Tobacco is pretty much out of the 

ueftion, as to shat Point) and increale the publick 
Revenue. 

With Regard to the fr#, He runs on ina long Strain 
of pedantick Fuftian againft the Dealers in Wine, as a 
Set of * common Poifoners and Cxt-Throats, who make 
it their Bufinefs to deftroy Man, Woman and Child; 
even the Infant at the Nurfe’s Brea; (as He mok pa- 
thetically complains ;) nay That, which is unborn. 

Tho” Iam far from being an Advocate for thele Winge 
C-iners, Wizards and Anti-Chymifts, as He calls Them 
in other Places of the fame Paper; (which is properly 
an Addrefs to all the Sors in the Nation) yet I do not 
take Them to be fuch barbarous, bloody and inhuman Mur~ - 
therersas Hereprefents Them. I am afraid, indeed, there is 
too much Reafon for the common Complaints of Wizz 
Brewing ; but 1 donot apprehend the Ingredients, which are 
made Ufe of for that Parpoie, to be of fuch a pernicions 
and deadly Nature; though They are certainly Latpofitions 
on the Publick. Let us fuppofe for Inftance, with our Eng- 
life Financer, that They lengthen out their foreign Wines 
with Water, Cyder, or other home-made Ligxors. 1 can fee 
nothing of fuch a terrible Confequence in any of Thefe ; 
and as They are the cheape? Materials They can ule, 
I am willing to believe Them the qworf for it will be 
allowed, I fuppofe, that Proft is the fole Inducement to 
fuch Mixtures, and thateven the arrantelt Wine-Byewer 
in Town can have no Intereft in poi/oming bis Cuftomers. 

Neither do I conceive how this Prafice will be pre- 
vented by the frefent Scheme; and could heartily with 
that Mr. Osborne's Friend, wha hath feen and approv'd 
it, had been pleafed to have favoured us with the Pare 
ticulars, that We might have judg’d freely of it, before 
it is decided by Authority. In Cafes of this Nature 
the Duty is commonly the chief Point in View, and 
if the Dealer will be fatisfy'd with paying the Crows fog 
what He fells, the Compoftion is but l'tile regardedy but 
whatever Limitations may be added of this Kind, We 
may prefume, at leaft, that the Vintners wil) not be re- 
ftrained"*from mixing dad Wines with geod ; ( which is, 
perhaps, the moft permicious Mixture of al!) or prohibited 
from making ufe of fach Ingredients. as ase neceflary to 
fine down the neatef? Wines, and fit Them for Sale. 

[am likewife far from being clear in my Opinion, con- 
cerning the Jmprovement of the Recvenacs I mean, { this 
Scheme thovld prevent the E:#is complain'd of ig fo mo- 
ving a Manner ; for it is allow'd, I think, that the Price 
of Wines would be advanc’d, in fuch a Cafe; and the 
Confequence of This muft be, either that it will dimi- 
nifh the Confurr prion, which wil] leffen the Revenue; a 
that the /mportatic# muft be greatly enl.rg'd, which will 
affedt the Ba//ance of sur Trade, in one of its tendereR and 
moft important Articles. 

But granting the Financer all thefe Points ; that 
fent Schere will abfolutely prevent the pirate 
Wine, without leflening the Confa mption, by the imereas'd 
Price; or turning the Ballance of Trade, by a much /ar on 
Importation ; admitting, I fay, all theie Suppofitions ~ 
two frincipal Objettions to his Scheme, with Reg:rd to 
our Liderties, fill remain in their full Force ; ag it will 
deprive particular Perfons of their Privilege to. be try'd 
by a Fury, and greatly endanger the Conititerios in Re- 
neral, by an Jacreaje of Crown Officers ; two Points, which 
I hope will never be facrific'd to the fingle Confideration 
of any fupos'd Advantage to the Rrvvmye.
